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INDUSTRIAI. PRODUCTION SHOWS CONTINUED PROGRESS 


Reports for February show that all basic Industries exceeded the plan. 

^e ooeO. Industry con^leted the plan 100 .L pxrcent, extracting ^,6^2,000 
tons of coal, an Increase of half a villlon tons over the production In 
February 19^. Total production for January and February 19*^9 11,677^000 

tons or an increase of more than 700,000 tons over the corresponding period 
of 19h8, 

The power Industry coaapleted the February plan 100.2 percent. Dally 
production for February 19U9 vas 3 percent higher than for February 19j<8. 

The oheailcal Industry conqjileted Its plan 103 civ percent. 

All the branches of the metal industry also shoved fs^jorable results. The 
laaohlne tool sector, as a vhole ccnpleted tbe plan 106.I percent, the branch 
engaged in building express locoaotlves, M^del Ft L7, 110 percent; coal oars, 
115-5 percent; 'tank cars, lllv.6 percent; *£nd tractors, 112.6 percent. 

The narltlne division also conplated the plan not only in port services 
but in navigation as veil. Total port loadings on the/J^llsh seacoast in 
January 19^9 ^ere 1,157|000 tons or 12U percent of the plan. IVelght oarrled 
by ships flying the Foliah flag reached ll6,000 tons, or 128 percent of plan 
in January. The nuaber ol psaaengers carried vas 1,951 ^icTi 1^5 percent 
of the -plan. Loadings In Gdynia and Gdansk In February 19^9 vere 1,023,000 
tons as against 702,000 tons in February 19*^8. In Szcsecin the total port 
turnover vas 328,000 tone as against 213,000 tons In February 19^8, an 
Increase of over 30 percent. 
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
